Two Petitions Heat 
Up Fishing Dispute

Two opposing petitions have surfaced in 
Grayling concerning no-kill fishing regula- 
tions for a stretch of the AuSable River 
mainstream from Burton’s Landing to 
Wakeley Bridge. 

The first petition, initiated by Tom Opre, 
Detroit Free Press outdoor writer, supports 
no-kill regulations for that part of the river 
also called the Holy Water. 


The entire petition reads: 

No-Kil! Rules for the AuSable Mainstream 

Whereas, the DNR Fisheries Division’s 
own data now shows that slotted size limits 
removed large numbers of trout from the 
biomass; and 

Whereas, the DNR Fisheries Divisid#’s 
own data and computer modeling has 
proven itself to be highly accurate, and it 
predicts no-kill regulations will provide the 
highest number of large trout; and 

Whereas, the DNR Fisheries Division’s 
own data shows that the vast majority of 
Mainstream anglers already voluntarily 
release all the trout they catch; 

Now therefore be it resolved that we, the 
undersigned, petition the Fisheries Division 
to draw up no-kill regulations for the Main- 
stream between Burton’s Landing and 
Wakeley Bridge and submit them to the 
Michigan Natural Resources Commission 
for approval by January, 1986, No automatic 
termination shall be contained therein. 


The second petition, being circulated at 
Down River Pines, Skip’s Sport Shop, the 
Cedar Motel, and Newberry’s Mini-Mart in 
Frederic, opposes no-kill regulations and 
supports a creel limit on this part of the 
river. 


The entire petition reads: 

We, the undersigned, being residents or 
property owners of Crawford County, with 
the understanding of a petition in circula- 
tion, by Trout Unlirnited, to close Burton’s 
Landing to Wakeley Bridge, on the main- 
stream of the AuSable, to no-kill only. We 
are petitioning to have this stopped. We, the 
undersigned, are opposed to such action and 
request this area have a creel limit and not 
discriminate against harvesting our fish as 
a natural resource. 


“We feel if you buy a license and enjoy 
fishing - yes even eating those fish - we 
should have that choice, to release them or 
to keep them,” says Duane LaMotte, of 
Down River Pines. 

The second petition opposing no-kill has 
gathered more than 100 signatures in a few 
days, says Brenda Austin, of Down River 
Pines. 

Rusty Gates, of Gates Lodge, says a peti- 
tion there supporting no-kill has gathered 
more than 300 signatures in eight days. He 
says DNR commissioners have signed the 
petition as well as fishermen from ten dif- 
ferent states. 


Although the second petition opposing no- 
kill says that Trout Unlimited is circulating 
the first petition, Bob Andrus, president of 
the local TU chapter, says that isn’t right. 

“The local George Mason chapter has not 
discussed any regulations yet. We will be 
discussing the issue at our May 23rd meet- 
ing,” says Andrus, who is also a vice-presi- 
dent for the state TU council. ‘‘The state 
council hasn’t discussed it either and I doubt 
if it will take up the issue for another four to 
five months.” 

Andrus says as far as he knows the first 
petition was started by Opre and other 
downstate supporters of no-kill. 


The Burton’s to Wakeley stretch of the 
AuSable currently has slotted size regula- 
tions that were started in 1979. They allow 


fishermen to only keep trout from 912 in- 
ches and above 16 inches. 

The slotted size regulations were imposed 
to try to increase the number of large brown 
trout. In theory, the slotted size removes a 
lot of medium size fish allewing the remain- 
ing trout - with less competition - to grow 
faster. 

The slotted size regulations are expiring 
this fall prompting the debate concerning 
future regulations. 


In addition to the two petitions already 
circulating, Rusty Gates, of Grayling, has 
offered a proposal he feels is a good com- 
promise. 

In a letter to the North Woods Call, Gates 
suggests a ‘breakfast slot’? with an em- 
phasis on a trophy fishery. The breakfast 
slot would allow fishermen to keep three 
fish, 8 to 10 inches, and one fish over 18 
inches. All fish between 10 to 18 inches would 
be released. 

He says this would increase threefold the 
number of fish protected in the release slot 
the first year alone. In conjunction with the 
breakfast slot, Gates says a fall planting of 
10-inch Bighorn or Beaverhead strain 
browns from out West is needed. 


“‘This may be the only short term way to 
deal with the stunned growth problem (in 
the mainstream) short of total closure of the 
fishery,’’ he says. 


The brown trout in the mainstream are 
only growing two inches a year compared to 
a state average of three and a half to four 
inches a year. Gates says the D.N.R.’s new 
report, ‘Effects of a Slotted Size Limit on 
the Brown Trout Fishery in the AuSable 
River’ finally recognizes the Favro theory 
of population genetic damage. This theory 
suggests that by killing off the larger brown 
trout (by previous minimum size limits on 
the AuSable) and leaving behind the smaller 
trout to reproduce, we have bred a stunted, 
slow-growing, inferior brown trout, Gates 
says, 


A D.N.R. report says that fishermen har- 
vested large numbers of these 812” browns. 
An 8” brown trout was subjected to two 
years of angler harvest before they reached 
the 12” release slot, because of the slow 
growth rate. Yet the latest creel survey 
figures say that 73% of the Mainstream 
fisherman are releasing all 8-12” brown 
trout. This means a very small percentage 
of the total fisherman are having a large 
impact on the fish reaching the 12” release 
slot. 


“It’s time to stabilize the fishery and unite 
to get on with facing the environmental 
problems which exist on our state’s most 
famous trout fishery.”

Mionday Rain Dampens 


Forest Fire Season

A soaking rain for most of Monday 
dampened the fire season here at the right 
time. In past years, the second week of May 
has been the most dangerous time for forest 
fires in Crawford County. 

“The rain may not have totally ended our 
peak fire season but it sure will help green 
things up,”’ said Duane Brooks, DNR forest 
fire fighter from the Grayling office. 


The peak fire season in Crawford County 
and most of northern Michigan is after the 
snow melts and before the forests have 
abundant green growth. 

Conditions for forest fires were becoming 
extreme before the lengthy rain Monday. 

Brooks said humidity levels dropped to 13 
percent two days last week - the lowest he’s 
seen in years. He said it was fortunate the 
winds were low on those dry days. 

The Grayling DNR fire fighting crew 
assisted on three fires last week. 


The largest occurred on Wednesday after- 
noon, May Ist, off of Billman Road. Approx- 
imately seven acres of mixed jack pine and 
hardwoods were burned along with a small 
outbuilding. The Beaver Creek Fire Dept. 
put out the fire at the outbuilding and a pile. 
of logs while the DNR handled the fire in the 
woods. Brooks said the woods fire was con- 
tained with plowlines and put out with 
water. The fire apparently was started from 
a debris fire that wasn’t fully extinguished 
the day before by residents. 

About a tenth of an acre burned off 
Roberts Road Tuesday, April 30, and a child 
received face burns. The fire was believed 
to be started by chiidren. Neighbors had the 
fire contained by the time local fire depart- 
ments arrived. 

On Thursday, May 2, about one acre burn- 
ed near Greenwood Rd. off M-72 East. The 
Grayling Fire Dept. and DNR put out the 
fire that was in a jack pine area. The cause 
of the fire is still under investigation.

Or, perusing a pack of purely personal 
prejudices. 

* * * 

I CAN’T SHAKE the feeling that the 
United States is making a big mistake by 
cutting off aid to the anti-Sandinistas in 
Nicaragua. I’m not real proud of our coun- 
try shoveling tax dollars into that civil war, 
but it’s better than doing nothing at all, 
which seems to be the only other alternative 
offered. I hope our hands-off policy doesn’t 
come back to haunt us...but ’'m afraid it 
will. . 

One thing that underlines my concern 
about Central America is an item that ap- 
peared the same day Congress voted down 
Reagan’s aid proposal. Nicaraguan Presi- 
dent Daniel Ortega chose that moment to 
announce an impending trip to Moscow, ob- 
viously to seek even more Russian help. The 
big Communist Bear is in the Western 
Hemisphere — no question about that. And 
it’s getting closer. It should cause us all to 
stop and think. 


I ALSO CAN’T shake the feeling that there 
was skulduggery of some sort in that In- 
diana congressional election, which was 
won first by the Republican and then by the 
Democrat. You may recall the circum- 
stances: In the initial tally, the Republican 
won by 34 votes; in the recount conducted by 
Indiana state officials, the Republican 
margin grew to 418 votes; but Democrats in 
Congress weren't satisfied, so a special 
committee of two Democrats and one 
Republican recounted again and the Demo- 
crat won by four votes. Who can have confi- 
dence in any result now? But which side 
stole the election? Anybody’s guess is good. 

J’m reminded of the Nixon-Kennedy presi- 
dential race in 1960, in which Kennedy 
scraped through largely on a thin margin in 
Chicago. Republicans charged that the 
Chicago machine stole the election, but 
Nixon refused to contest the result on the 
ground that to do so would shake public con- 
fidence. You can say a lot.of negatives about 
Nixon, but in that 1960 case, he showed 
class. There’s none in Indiana — or in Con- 
gress — this year in a somewhat similar cir- 
cumstance.

. THE MICHIGAN LEGISLATURE is con- 
sidering tapping the so-called ‘‘rainy day 


: The Legislature is nearing completion of a 
$70 million loan subsidy program for far- 
mers which is the cornerstone of a four-part 
package proposed by Governor James Blan- 
chard to aid the agricultural industry. 

, The loans are intended to help cash-poor 
farmers with spring-planting needs but 
planting is now underway and the loans will 
be just behind the greatest need period. 

- Blanchard’s package also includes a 
speeded-up farm financial survey, due in 
early May, to determine the scope of the 
problem, a toll-free hotline to coordinate 
assistance and an expanded emergency 
management assistance team to help far- 
mers evaluate their management practices. 

Michigan’s agricultural diversity has 
helped minimize the financial crisis com- 
pared to some other states, Blanchard said 
adding, ‘‘We will do what we can to cope 
with it so we do not separate the family from 
the farm and create serious long-term 
problems. This program is not a panacea to 
a problem that is national and international 
in scope.” 

"The loan program, supported by cer- 
tificates of deposit from the state’s common 
cash fund in farm-area bands, would be a 
“couple of points” below market interest 
rates and made available to farmers shut 
out of other financing sources, State Trea- 
surer Robert Bowman said. 

He said the first priority for loans would 
be for seed, fertilizer, chemicals and breed- 
ing stock. 

“Our goal is to help farmers who do not 
qualify otherwise for loans,’’ Bowman said. 
The lower interest rate would make the dif- 
ference in many instances on whether a loan 
would be feasible for some farmers, ne ad- 
ded. 

The program, similar to a $150 million 
loan made to Chrysler Corporation in 1980,

fund” to help finance prison construction. 
That fund, formally called the Budget 
Stabilization Fund, now holds about $350 
million of taxpayer doilars. The idea of the 
‘rainy day” fund is to stash away tax 
dollars against some emergency in the 


future when tax collections will fall off, as’ 


they always do in Michigan’s cyclical 
economy. 

Personally, I don’t like the “rainy day 
fund” concept for government. It seems to 
me government ought to leave as many 


dollars as possible with the citizens, rather 


than tax them extra to store up a surplus 
against some future emergency. Don’t the 
citizens have as much use for their money 
as some government sinking fund? When 
the money is needed is the time to levy 
taxes, not when it’s not really needed. 
Following through on this approach — 
which very few politicians share, inciden- 


tally — would dictate using the “rainy day”. 


storage fund for present needs; therefore, 
go ahead and build prisons with the money, 
if prisons are needed. _ 

The problem with putting money aside in 
government is that officeholders will some- 
how, someday find some way to spend it to 
fill an unfilled need. Look at the record. It’s 
always happened. 

* * * 

ALSO CURRENT in Michigan is the idea 
of an amendment to the United States Con- 
stitution requiring the federal government 
to operate with a balanced budget. 

I have no problem with the balanced bud- 
get amendment, but I don’t believe it will 
bring a balanced budget; only the will of 
members of Congress to live within our 
means will bring a balanced budget. There’s 
been a federal law on the books for several 
years requiring a balanced budget, and see 
what’s happened — the deficit is bigger than 
ever. Putting it in the constitution only will 
provide a new challenge in ways to get 
around it. 

What does scare me, however, is to call a 
new national convention to write a balanced 
budget amendment, and who knows what 
other amendments, to our hallowed Con- 
stitution. The Constitution is a fundamen- 
tally sound document — a work in genius, in 
many respects — and I don’t want a bunch 
of delegates selected today to even come 
close to fiddling around with it.

THERE. The chest is now bare. These are 
my opinions, and you don’t have to agree 
with them. But it’s a free country, isn’t it? 
So far, anyway.

will cost the state about $1 million, he said, 
because of the difference between what the 
money would otherwise be earning on the in- 
terest rate paid on the certificates by the 
banks. 

The proposal does not have a maximum 
amount for an individual loan, nor a cap on 
interest rates, although Financial Institu- 
tions Commissioner Eugene Kuthy said, “‘It 
is not likely we would be looking at loans of 
any great size.’ Loans would be made 
available for up to two years. 

Tim Taylor of the First American Bank of 
Holland, said a survey of banks indicated 10 
percent of farmers were having serious 
financial problems because of high debt, 
eroding equity in farm land values and low 
incomes. 

Agriculture Department Director Paul 
Kindinger said the survey is designed to 
help determine the size, scope and serious- 
ness of the problem, with officials ready to 
expand the loan program if needed. 

He added it would help to design pro- 
grams at both the state and national levels. 

Senate Agriculture and Forestry Com- 
mittee Chairman Nick Smith (R-Addison) 
said he was “‘delighted’’ the Governor was 
attempting to do something for farmers, but 
was critical of the timing of the program. 

Smith said action should have been taken 
in February for the state to be of any real 
assistance and said the state should lower 
some of the tax costs for all farmers to help 
“the 96 percent” who could be faced with a 
bad situation a year from now. 


The Senate has already approved a. 


$107,500 supplemental appropriation, now 
pending in the House, to assist farmers with 
toll-free liotiies, additionai farm financial 
advisors, and expanded management 
analysis teams and computerized decision- 
making workshops.

Herbal 


Corner 


A lot of people ask me if 
herbs are hard to grow. No, 
they are easy to grow. In fact 
once they are planted, most 
take care of themselves. 
Herbs, such as Thyme, will 
have stronger flavor if they 
have to work harder to grow 
- meaning they can be plant- 
ed in sand with just a little 
soil. 

Here are a couple of old 
timer tricks I learned from 
those who were not old 
timers. 

When you plant carrots, 
try putting a 2 x 4 down on 
top of the row you planted. 15 
to 21 days later, pick up the 2 
x 4 early in the morning, and 
the sun will pick up the tops 
of your carrots. The beauty 
of this is that there are no, 
weeds. Had I not seen this 
myself, I would have said, 
“Uh, huh,’ to anyone who 
told me. 

Have you ever noticed how 
green everything is after a 
thunderstorm? The lightning 
releases the nitrogen from 
the air, and the plants ab- 
sorb this nitrogen as it is 
released. When planting 
tomatoes stake them with a 
metal pole, and tie them with 
the tops of women’s knee-: 
high nylons, or anything else 
containing rubber. The rub- 
ber rubbing on the metal 
during a little wind or shift- 
ing of the plants creates 
static electricity, thereby 
releasing nitrogen from the 
air surrounding the plants.

Anyone who takes a casual 
drive along our forest trails, 
especially those close to 
town, can’t help but notice a 
tremendous amount of trash, 
garbage, junk and filth 
which is being deposited just 
about everywhere. The stuff 
takes the form of washing 
machines, stoves, broken 
concrete, mattresses, cans, 
bottles, old cars and in some 
cases a kitchen sink or two 
as well as household rubbish. 


As one observes this 
phenomenon, one __ thing 
becomes apparent. The 


Messes seem to accumulate 
in certain spots, and almost 
invariably the mess started 
when someone dumped a 
load of leaves or grass clip- 
pings from their yard. 


-~ Pretty soon a few more 


leaves, maybe some in 
plastic bags, show up. Then 
a pile of brush from a trim- 
med tree or shrub. Next, 
someone, one of your neigh- 
bors, decides to put an old 
chair at the spot because its 
handier than disposing of it 


-properly. Pretty soon we 


have another open dump on 
state land - your land. 

Ordinarily, no one would 
get concerned about a few 
leaves or grass clippings, 
but the situation has gotten 
to the point where everyone 
should get concerned. 

The stance now being 
taken is that litter is litter, 
whether it is a load of leaves 
or a load of garbage. It is 
everyone’s responsibility to 
preserve the quality of our 
environment. 

Violation of the litter law, 
Act 106 of 1963, is a mis- 
demeanor with a maximum 
fine of $400.00 plus court 
costs and/or 90 days in jail. 
The court may, at its dis- 
cretion, assign litter-gather- 
ing labor as punishment for 
the crime.

3. Adopt by majority vote a resolution to place 
before the electorate at the next regular ar special 
township election the question of incorporation as a 
charter township. 

In the event option 2 is adopted by the township 
board, the citizens of the township have the right to file 
a “Right ts Keferendum Petition’. This petition must 
be filed within the 60 days which must lapse between 
passage of a resolution of intent to incorporate and 
final passage of the resolution to incorporate as a char- 
ter township. 

The petition will follow, in general form, the nom- 
inating petition form as prescribed in the Michigan 
Election Law, and in the heading will indicate “Dis- 
agreement of Intent to Incorporate as a Charter Town- 
ship.” The petition must be signed by not less than 10% 
of the registered voters of the township based on the 
vote cast for all candidates for supervisor at the last 
election at which a supervisor was elected. 

If the petition is successful, the question of incor- 
poration will be placed on the ballot at the next general 
or special township election.

Eagle Nesting Survey 


The USDA-Forest Service 
and Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources are 
presently conducting their 
annual eagle nesting survey 
nation wide. 

An aerial search took 
place over sections of Nor- 
thern Lower Michigan to 
check 44 known nesting 
territories. 

A total of 28 active terri- 


tories were found compared 


to 33 last year. Fourteen 
nests are within the Huron- 
Manistee National Forests. 
Eagles were sited in parts 
of Alcona, Benzie, Clare, 
Crawford, Missaukee, 
Newaygo, Oscoda, Roscom- 
mon, Otsego, Montmorency, 
Alpena, Presque Isle, Kal- 
kaska, and Emmet counties.

The nesting survey has 
been taken since 1960, Over- 
all, eagle populations have 
decreased from 1960 to 1980, 
but started to increase five 
years ago according to ir- 
vine. New territories have 
been sited and more young 
were successfully fledged.
